The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination does not fairly suggest the claimed 
invention of upgrading container based software components. Specifically, claims 14, 20 and 31 
are directed to upgrading container based software components which is capable in upgrading 
object oriented environment, notifying an online upgrading listener, performing callbacks via 
associated online upgrade listener and committing for assuring, performing and unloading to 
management entity. Therefore, the claimed invention improves the loading process without 
shutting off the system and getting interrupted with other online services.
